THE DEVELOPMENT OF CHINA, 
In his report for 890. Consul Gardner’ writes 

from Hankow an follows:— —. : ; 
The following public works 'are in progress 

and contemplation at thls part and in its Viclolty, 

. “Tron works for the construction of steel rails 

for rallways, stee! for gun founding, “and ‘mer- 

cantile fron, have been begun near Hanyang’ on 
the western bank of the Han River, ( 

“The masonry for blast furnaces, both by the 

Bessemer process and by the Siemen-Martin 

process, is belong rapidly, constructed, and 

machinery from England has been ordered, 

Much of the machinery has arrived at Shanghal,
